MEMORY, WAKES UP HERE, 
ASKS POLICE TO TELL WIFE 


Says He Invited Spouse to Attend 
Ball Game, There His Rec- 


ollection Ends. 


William J. Scott, 28 years old, a bride- 
groom of a month, walked into the Cen- 
tral District Police Station Saturday and 
requested Capt. Young to send a tele- 
gram to his wife in Columbus, O. 
“I lost my memory at 3 o’clock, June 
11,’’ said Scott,”’ and it returned to me 
last night, when I awoke in the City 
Hospital. I ‘know absolutely nothing of 
what occurred to me since June 11.” 
Scott was found unconscious at Sixth 
and Olive streets, Thursday afternoon, 
and taken to the hospital. He remained 
in a comatose state until late Friday 
night, when suddenly he awoke and 
asked the attendants where he was. He 
expressed surprise at being in St. Louis. 
“My home igs at 209 Kelly street, Co- 
lumbus, Ohfo,’’ he said, “and I was 
married only a month ago. On the 
afternoon of June 11 I had arragned 
to go to a baseball game with my wife. 
That's all I remember. I know I had 
$50 and a gold watch on my person at 
the time.”’ 
Scott had no watch when picked up. 
His cash was 55 cents. He says he 
has been employed by the Big Four 
Railroad in Columbus. 

Scott says he never drank a drop of 
any kind of NMquor in his life, and 
never used tobacco in any form. 


ARTHUR P. HEINZE I$ FOUND 
GUILTY OF IMPEDING JUSTICE 


Sentence Suspended in Hope Ac- 
cused Might Produce Copper 
Company’s Missing Books. 
NEW YORK, June %-—Arthur P. 
Heinze, one of the brothers whose bank- 
ing and copper eperations have “been 
the subject of investigation since the 
collapse of their cepper peel, was found 
guilty by a jury in the United States 
Circuit Court, of corruptly impeding the 
administration of justice in connection 
with the digappearance of the United 

Cepper Co.’s books. 

Sentence was suspended by Judge Ray’ 
until Oct. 11, the Court declaring that 
by helding this sentence over Heinze’s 
head “‘as a prod’ he might be induced 
to bring about the restoration of the 
miesing books. The maximum penalty 
under the law is three menths in jail 
or a fine of $500. 

Immediately after the reading of the 
Heinze verdict, Judge Ray proneunced 
sentence in the case of Sanford Robin- 
gon, personal counsel for F. A. Heinze. 
The lawyer escaped with a fine of $250, 
added to which, however, was a verbal 
lashing from Judge Ray.

Albert Bond Lambert and Adolphus 
Meler were to have made the ascension, 
as the balloon is credited with power to 
carry seven persons.

As it was the intention of the party 
to descend for luncheon, more than an 
ordinary amount of ballast was re- 
quired. On that account Mr. Lambert 
said he, too, would give up the ascen- 
sion.

The balloon St. Louis III is a big yel- 
low bag with a cubic capacity for gas 
of 78,000 feet. Its name was plainly 
visible as the balloon sailed northwest 
over the city. 

“Bud” Dozier, president of the St. 
Louis Aero Club, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter on the grounds that this would 
be,. probably, the last ascension made 
from Second and Rutger streets, as the 
arrangements for inflating balloons at 
the Aero Club’s own concourse are 
practically complete. 

Sinks Toward River. 

The balloon crossed the river at the 
Chain of Rocks, and the cooler air over 
the water condensed the gas in the 
bag, causing it to descend within 100 
feet of the surface. 

The drag rope touched the water and 
tops of trees on the river bank after 
the crossing was made. It quickly rose 
after the crossing, but much ballast was 
thrown out before it reached a height of 
half a mile.

AFTER MRS. WOODILL’S BODY WAS FOUND 
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A. RULE'S SON 
TORTURED “ABE” 
SLUPSAY S BUYS 


Admits in Court He Held 
Burning Punk Against 
Them. 


After hearing the testimony of 13- 
year-old Adrian O. Rule Jr. in the Ju- 
venile Court Saturday, Judge Allen or- 
dered a thorough police investigation of 
the circumstances under which ° two 
young sons of Col. “Abe” Slupsky were 
tortured with a piece of burning punk. 

It was at first thought that the burn- 
ing of the Slupsky boys was the acci- 
dental result of a scuffle with young 
Rule, who with Murns Slupsky, 12 years 
old, was arraigned on a peace-disturb- 
ance charge after both boys had been 
arrested. 

Rule, who is the son of a prominent 
real estate dealer, lives at 3832 Lindell 
boulevard, and the Slupskys live at 3852 
Lindell boulevar<. 


Morris Slupsky and_= his younger 
brother, Sel, were tertured Thursday 
night in front ef the Rule residence. 


Boy Admits Torture. 


When Adrian Rule took the witness 
stand Saturday he, for the first time, 
admitted that he had purposely burned 
the Slupsky boys. 

Greatly surprised at this admission 
Judge Allen asked: 

“Do you mean to say that vou de- 
liberately held a burning piece of punk 
against Morris Slupsky’s arms?” 

“Yes, I did,” said Adrian. “I wanted 
to get even. Charlie McLure of 3671 
Lindell boulevard held Morris while I 
burned him. ‘Ben Prince of 3846 Lindell 
boulevard and Frank Niedringhaus of 
3645 Lindell boulevard looked on.” 

The judge at once stopped the pro- 
ceedings. 


Police in Further Inquiry. 


“Tt is apparent that this was no mere 
boyish prank,” he said. The police 
will investigate and will without fail 
bring in the McClure, Prince and Nied- 
ringhaus boys.

KR, Eastman—‘*Lame Bob’’—the New 
York stock broker and the man who 
murdered pretty May Edith Thompson 
Woodill and then committed suicide, 
was buried today at the expense of 
Talbot, County. 

The farm near Bosman, where East- 
man had made his home during his 
brief stay in this county and in the 
bungalow on which place the murder 
probably took place was the burial] 
place. No church here would permit the 
body of the suicide to be buried in its 
graveyard, and 
forced to seek a resting place for it on 
the farm. 

Already the bungalow and farm, onee 
a mecca for curiosity seekers; is be- 
ing shunned, People dread even ‘0 
drive by it and no one is willing to 
visit the place alone. 

That the dead mand 
“Lame Bob” Eastman, the _ fugitive 
New York broker, is now established 
beyond all doubt, for the body was posi- 
tively identified this morning. The 
identification was made by Louis B., 
Pedier, a member of the art depart- 
ment of a Washington newspaper. 

Pedier is a cousin of Vinnie Brad- 
combe, the New York actress, who is 
the wife of Eastman and to whom the 
latter addressed the letter in which he 
charged that a woman had killed Mrs 
Woodill. 

Pedlier had known Eastman well in 
New York, and there was no hesl- 
tancy in his identification. Even  be- 
fore this, however, State’s Attorney- 
Turner and the local authorities felt 
certain of the identity of the dead man, 
for Mra. Eastman had practically ad- 
mitted in New York that from descrip- 
tions printed the man was her fugitive 
husband. She was asked by wire to 
come here, but said she was unable to 
do so. 

The story of the drunken row told by 
Eastman in his letter to his wife has 
caused speculation here, and efforts are 
being made today to find the members 
of a party of four or five which is 
said to have left here on a launch the 
day after the murder of Mrs. Woodill. 


MURDERED GIRL HAD METEORIC 
CAREER; FROM CABIN TO MANSE 


eA LTIMORE Ma Sune 26.—The his- 
tory of Mrs. Edith May Thompson 
Woodill’s meteoric career shows her 
to have been a remarkable personality. 
Born of humble parents, she had a pe- 
culiar genius for interesting persons of 
wealth and social influence. 


Former Secretary of the Treasury, 
Lyman J. Gage and former Governor 
Frank Brown were only two of Many 
prominent persons who were so attract- 
ed to the magnetic little girl that they 
were willing to spend thousands upon 
her. In New York and Washington she 
had hosts of strong friends, She had 
hosts or friends among men, though 
few of her own sex. 


Former Gov. Frank Brown was a warm 
friend ef Mrs. Edith May Thompson 
Woodhill and during 1895 and 1896 paid 
for her tuition at the Peabody Con- 
servatery of Music and at the Le Fevre 
school in this city. Today the ex-Gov- 
ernor said: 

‘I was very much attracted by Edith 
Thompson when she was a little girl. 
She was a very beautiful child, had a 
marvelous voice, and was an ac- 
complished pianist. She gave promisé 
of a glorious future. I myself paid for 
her musical education during the years 
1895 and 1896 and she moved in very 
good society. She and her mother 
made frequent trips to Washington aad 
had entree to all fashienable homes in 
that city. She made a very favorable 
impression upon Mrs. McKinley while 
she was at the White House and was 
frequently seen on the streets of Wash- 
ington driving with the wife of the 
President. She was a favorite with 
Many congressmen a:d senators. 


“It was the frequent trips to Wash- 
ington that caused me to refuse paying 
for her musical education after that 
year mentioned above. 


“As she grew older she became very 
popular with young men and gave up 
her idea of a life on the stage.’’

That her marriedYiwe was happy was 
adduced from what she said to Mrs.

STATE SUES TO OUST 





“Morgan Promoted Merger and 
Prices of Farm Machines 
Are Now Uniform.” 


By Wire From the Washington 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, June 26.—Attorney- 
General Major of Missouri gave out the 
following review of his recent examina- 
tion of George W. Perkins of J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co., in the suit to oust the Har- 
yester Trust from Missouri: 

“I was in New York for the sole pur- 
pose of taking the evidence of George 
W. Perkins of the firm of J. P. Morgan 
& Co., in the ouster suit of the State 
of Missouri against the International 
Harvester Co. of America, charged with 
violating its anti-pool trust and conspir- 
acy laws. 

“The State secured from Mr. Perkins 
valuable and necessary evidence to 
make a case, and the State fs now satis- 
fied to close with his evidence. 

“Among other things he squarely con- 
tradicted the evidence of Mr. McCor- 
mick, president of both the International 
Harvester Company of America and its 
mother corporation, the International 
Harvester Company of New Jersey. Mr. 
Perkins is jhimself a director in both of 
these corporations, and both corpora- 
tions have the same officers and direc- 
tors. The New Jersey corporation is 
the manufacturing concern, and the 
International Harvester Company of 
America is its selling agent. 

Identitics Preserved. 

“J. P. Morgan & Co., through Mr. 
Perkins, promoted the merger of prac- 
tically all the harvesting machine in- 
terests in the country. The Internation- 
al Harvester Co. of New Jersey merged 
all the properties of the McCormick 
Harvesting Machine Co., the Deering 
Harvesting Machine Co., the Champion, 
the Plano and the Milwaukee Harvest- 
ing Machine Co. The new corporatior 
continues to manufacture the machines 
of these separate companies, preserving 
their separate makes and identities, 
and sells them at a uniform price, and 
there is now no competition as to prices 
on these machines and the makes of 
other companies it has since purchased. 
The new company does 8 per cent of 
the harvesting machine business, no* 
only of the State of Missouri, but of the 
entire United States. 

“Mr. Perkins admitted that the stock- 
holders of each one of these independ- 
ent companies which transferred its 
properties to the International Harves:- 
er Co. did so knowing at the time that 
they would be paid for the property 
transferred by taking and _ receiving 
Stock in the new corporation. 

“Mr. Perkins further admitted that 
J. P. Morgan & Ce., through him, coa- 
trols the entire business of the Interna- 
tional Harvester Co. He further ada- 
mitted that the new corporation, after 
its organization, bought the D. M. Os- 
borne Co.’s business because it cut the 
prices of harvesters and mowers abroad 
and at home. 


His Eye on the Business. 


“He further testified that he had kept 
his eye on the harvesting machine 
business and that the McCormick Har- 
vesting Machine Co., with the prestige 
of J. P. Morgan & Co., could have con- 
trolled the situation alone, had not the 
remainder of the companies come in 
and transferred their properties. That 
being true, they can certainly contro! it 
now. He further admitted that William 
Lane, to whom the properties of al! 
these companies were first transferred, 
was merely the conduit through which 
the title was passed te the International 
Harvester Ce. 

“Mr. Perkins said he was familiar 
With the controlled business of the New 
Jersey corporation, yet did not know 
whether or not he was a director in the 
International Harvester Co. of Amer- 
ica. This seemed strange, especial- 
ly when the International Harvester 
Co. of America was the selling 
agent of the New Jersey concern and 
Was organized by him for that special 
Purpose, and whatever money the New 
Jersey concern received came through 
the International of America. 

“The International of America being a 
subsidiary corporation of the Interna- 
tional of New Jersey, and both corpora- 
tions having the same president, we 
have a novel situation. 

Which Hand Gets Money. 

“President McCormick of the New 
Jersey concern must contract and deal 
with President McCormick of the Inter- 
national of America. Which corporation 
derives the better bargain? An answer 
ig unnecessary, because the stockhold- 
ers of the New Jersey corporation get 
the profits anyway, and it is simply a 
question of which hand shall be used in 
placing the money in their pockets. 

“Mr. Perkins, Cyrus H. McCormick 
and Charles Deering compose what ts 
called the voting trust, and hold all the 
stock, not only of the New Jersey cor- 
poration, but also all the stock, save 
$900, in the International of America. 
‘They vote these stocks as they please, 
and it does not take a philosopher to 
solve the situation.” 

Mr. Major obtained Mr. Perkins’ dep- 
Osition last Tuesday.

BOY DROWNED 
TER STRUGGLE 
WITH RESCUER 


Fifteenth to Lose Life in Wa- 
ters in Vicinity of St. Louis 
This Season. 





The fifteenth drowning in the vicinity 
of St. Louis this season occurred Fri- 


day evening at 6 o’clock in the Missis- 
sippi River at the foot of St. Louis ave- 
nue when Fred Burg, 16 years old, lost 
his life while swimming. 

Burg, with two companions, Guy 
Moore, 13 years old of 250 North ®Bighth 
street, and Lester Heigrass, 9 years old, 
of 2502 North Eleventh street, were in 
the water when Burg was evidently at- 
tacked by cramps.

REOPENS ELLA 
GINGLES CASE 


Prosecuting Witness Dies Sud- 
denly in Roadhouse and 
Companion Disappears.

CHICAGO, June 26.—On the theory 
that Mrs. Cecelia E. Kenyon, principal 
witness against Ella Gingles, the lace- 
maker, who was found bound and un- 
censcious in a bathroom at the Wel- 
lingten Hotel several months ago, may 
not have died of natural causes, despite 
a Coroner’s jury finding, detectives of 
the State’s Attorney’s office began 
searching today for a stranger who was 
with her when she expired in a road- 
house at 6830 Jackson Park avenue. The 
State’s Attorney also began investiga- 
tion into the actions of the police, who, 
besides seeking to suppress the facts 
in the case, made no effort to find the 
man. 


Delay in Gingles Case. 


The death of Mrs. Kenyon may inter- 
fere with the prosecution of Miss Gin- 
gies. This and the tardiness of the 
State’s Attorney in bringing the Gingles 
case to trial, caused comment during 
the day. Attorney Patrick, H. O’Don- 
nell, counsel for the accused woman, 
had made repeated demands for trial, 
he said, but without success. 

Mrs. Kenyon left the Lexington Ho- 
tel after a short talk with her hus- 
band and went to the cafe of Mrs. 
Bertha Scholes. After drinking a little 
liquor the womian fell from a chair. She 
was carried to a room off the dining 
hall, where she was attended by a 
dector. She died half an hour later 
without regaining consciousness. The 
man who was with her at the time dis- 
appeared. 

Police Are Derelict, 


The police, it is said, tried to prevent 
anybody seeing the body. 

A Coroner’s physician held a Post- 
mortem examination, but did not at- 
tempt, it is said, to learn whether the 
woman had been poisoned. 

The work of the physician will be in- 
vestigated by the Coroner and a sgec- 
ond post-mortem examination probably 
will be ordered. 

Ceroner Hoffman was furnished with 
a report that Mrs. Kenyon died of or- 
ganio heart troublé. A verdict to this 
effect was rendered by the jury after 
deliberating less than a minute.

Lid to Go On in Newly Incor- 
porated City of First Class, 
Says Roy Woods. 


WILL CLOSE RESORTS 





Fighting Executive Declares 
He Will Head Raids if 
Necessary. 


Roy C. Woods, who was sworn in as 
the Mayor of Wellston, the newly in- 
corporated city of the first class on the 
skirts of St. Louis, has enunciated the 
principles which are to govern the 
young burg under his administration. 
If his plans do not miscarry Wellston 
will show great reversal of form in the 
next year or two. 

From being a rip-roaring and tem- 
pestuous settlement, vieing with any 
mining camp or cow town in the wild 
and woolly West, Wellston will become 
as meek and mild as any New England 
village where the melodious jangle of 
the church bell will be heard oftener 
than the strident discords of the me- 
chanical piano of the nickelodeon. 

Mayor Woods proposes to make Wells- 
ton a home town in which little chil- 
dren may play on the streets or drive 
about in their pony carts without fear. 

Woods literally fought his way to the 
mayoralty, for on the eve of the last 
primary election he was shot and seri- 
ously wounded by four men who be- 
longed to the element he proposes to 
put the lid on. Charles Cooney, a sa- 
loonkeeper, Jesse Rubeling, Alec Stuebe 
ani John (““‘Turkey’’) Daniels were in- 
dicted for having assaulted him with 
the intent of killing him, and their 
cases are now pending in the Circuit 
Court. 

Six to Keep the Peace. 

“The era of lawlessness passed away 
when Wellston was incorporated as a 
city of the first class,”’ said Mayor 
Woods to a reporter for the Post- 
Dispatch Saturday. “It is going to be 
a model town. One of the first acts 
of the administration will be to organ- 
ize a police force to make those who 
are not inclined te be good behave 
themselves. 

“The Council will meet Saturday 
night and pass the necessary ordinance 
to permit the appointment of five po- 
licemen, who, with City Marshal I. D. 
Morgan, will make a force that will be 
able to tame the wrongdoers. Here- 
tofore the only protection we had has 
come from an occasional Deputy Sheriff 
who has come over from Clayton, which 
didn’t help much. 

‘“‘Wellston is a much quieter place 
since the Empire Gardén closed, and 
its proprietor, John 8S. Schappner, went 
to Texas. Empire Garden has seen the 
last of revelry. I will see that it does 
not open again. It could not be profit- 
ably run unless liquor could be sold 
there Sundays, and that will not hap- 
pen again. This means that the lid has 
gone on at Wellston for good. In the 
main the Wellston saloon keepers are 
law-abiding business men and property 
owners, and those who are not good 
will get in line at once or quit the 
business in Wellston. 


Needs Fire Protection, 

“If there are any resorts of the kind 
we den’t want in Wellston still in op- 
eration they will be raided with a per- 
sistency that will put them out of busi- 
ness if I have to head the raids per- 
sonally. 

‘‘Wellston will have a fire department 
commensurate with its needs. Just now 
the city is in great need of fire protec- 
tion. We have to rely on St. Louis to 
save us, and we have no water for fire 
service. One of the first things the ad- 
ministration will do will be to put in 
fire plugs where they are needed and 
organize a fire department. 

“As soon as possible a sewer system 
will be laid. It is one of the most ur- 
gent needs of the city. The streets will 
be improved as soon as possible. They 
cannot be paved at once, but they will 
be cleaned and kept in good order and 
improved as much as the city finances 
will allow until such time as they can 
be paved. 

“In short it will be my earnest and 
honest endeavor to make Wellston a 
model town and a spotiess town so far 
as its morality is concerned. 

Spotiess Town, Too. 

Wellston, the new city, starts fn with 
a population of almost 11,000 Inhabit- 
ants. It runs west from the St. Louis 
city Mmits to the Hunt road, and is 
bounded on the seuth by University 
City and on the north by a line 100 
feet north of the Hamburger road. 


Mayor Woods has-been a resident} 


of St. Louis County about five years. 
He came to St. Louis from Carrell, 
Minn., abeut eight years ago, where 
he was a banker. He is the president 
of the Bell Realty Co., with offices in 
St. Louls and is the developer of 


Kenwood Springs. 
He lives with his wife and one child 


at 6418 Welleamar avenue in Wellston. 
and ever since he has been in St. Louis 
County has taken a deep interest in its 
politics, He is very proud of and de- 
voted te the interests ef Weilston, which 
is the residence place of many people 
who are in business in St. Louls and 
which boasts many fine homes. 
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FIVE BiG FLEETS 


Admiral Advocates Separate 
Squadrons for Each Princi- 
pal British Colony. 


RAPS THE ADMIRALTY 


Naval Officer Deplores Ab- 
sence of Strategical Bureau 
for War. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 
LONDON, June %.—Admiral Lord 


Beresford was the principal speaker at 
the closing meeting this morning of the 
Imperia] Press Conference and gave his 
views on the question of the empire 


and the navy. 

“It is impossible,” he declared, “to 
maintain a two-power standard unless 
the dominions come in and assist.” 

The speaker’s general plan for an 
empire navy, as outlined in his speech, 
contemplates distinct fleets for each of 
the five nations of the empire, Great 
Britain, Canada, Australia, New Zeal- 
and and South Africa. These fleets 
should be mobile, able to protect the 
routes of trade and capable of being 
turned quickly into offensive weapons. 
There should be standardization, inter- 
change of officers as well as interchange 
of ships, and repairing stations should 
be established throughout the empire, 
he said. 

Would Rebuild Naval Bases. . 

“By some extraordinary mad infatu- 
ation for which I am quite unable to ac- 
count,” said Lord Beresford, “the re- 
pairing stations upon which we have 
spent sO much money have been dis- 
mantled. 

Continuing, the Admiral suggested that 
the dominions could assist greatly in 
this general plan by rebuilding and re- 
equipping these abandoned naval bases. 
In the event of war all the fleets of the 
empire would have to act under a cen- 
tral strategical bureau, which would 
have to be established by the admir- 
alty. 

At the same time there must be no 
hint of the domination of the home Gov- 
ernment during peaceful times. The 
speaker then contended that the grave 
warnings uttered by various statesmen 
proved that they knew the empire to be 
unprepared for war. This anxiety was 
emphasized by the offers of ~- Dread- 
noughts from colonials governments, and 
the fact that the colonies recognized 
the umpreparedness of the navy he re- 
garded as the severest condemnation of 
the imperial policy of defense. 

Checked by Stead. — 

In conclusion, Lord Beresford said he 
believed the primary object of all na- 
tions at the present moment was peace 
and that if the British Empire was prop- 
erly prepared there would be no war. 

Lord Beresford’s reference to the ab- 
sence of a Strategical Bureau of the Ad- 
miralty called out a sharp rebuke from 
W. T. Stead, who declared that no man 
should guse his — in society or 
hig popularity in the newspapers to in- 
trigue against an¢ villify a man (Ad- 
miral Sir John Fisher) whom the King 
and two successive ministries had 
placed in office. He said he was sure 
that in his wiser moments Lord Beres- 
ford would recognize the impropriety of 
a statement calculated to shake the 
confidence of the colonies in Great Brit- 
ain’s ability to govern the Empire.

KILL THE HOSPITAL -BILL. 

No advocate of the bill now in the Municipal 
Assembly for altering the government of the 
city’s hospitals has advanced a sound reason for 
its passage. When simultaneously introduced in 
the Council and House, it was said that the bill 
had the indorsement of the Joint Medical Council. 
This has been proven untrue. The Medical So- 
ciety, after a heated debate, refused to indorse it. 
Two public hearings have been held by joint com- 
mittees of the Council and House wherein the ar- 
gument was all against the bill. 

It has been shown that the measure originated 
with men who are eager to exploit the hospitals 
for the gain of themselves and their henchmen. 
So ill considered was the plan they tried to sub- 
stitute for the present system that they have been 
forced to admit the necessity for withdrawing 80 
of the 117 sections which they submitted and of 
yielding to an entire reformation of the scheme 
as it affects the Insane Asylum. 

Instead of providing for the removal of the hos- 
pitals from the field of partisan politics, the bill 
would increase the political power of the party in 
control of municipal affairs and reduce the effi- 
ciency of the institutions in which the city’s 
wards are treated. No other object than greed for 
place can be aimed at by its promoters. 

The bi-partisan Board of Freeholders fs in con- 
tinuous session considering the reformation of the 
hospitals and all other departments of the munici- 
pality. The matter should be left in the hands of 


this Board, and no patchwork scheme should be 


foisted upon the city,at this time for the benefit 
of a party that finds places of profit less numer- 
ous than hungry heelers. 

The Municipal Assembly will fail of its duty if 
it does not kill this pernicious bill.

It would seem to be in order for Kaiser Wil- 
helm and Mr. Roosevelt to unite in a plaintive 
bewailing of the fact that the laws against the 
more or less heinou: cffense known as lese ma- 
jeste are so largely invalidated by the world’s in- 
creasing democratic sentiment. Even the stage 
is now holding up the “Lord’s annointed” to the 
laughter of the common people. 

In the German Emperor's case the affront con- 
sists in his revered ancestor, Frederick the 
Great, being made the “funny-man” figure of a 
comic opera, but in Mr. Roosevelt’s it is Bwana 
Tumbo himself who is ridiculed, a new musical 
comedy now on the Eastern stage poking all sorts 
of fun at the mighty Bwana’s doughty deeds in 
Africa. Even Kermit, the son of Bwana, is em- 
ployed to emphasize the Dread Hunter’s absurd 
aspect, his drama task being to chloroform a lion 
into submitting to be shot by Bwana, and one of 
his songs complairing that when he “hits a lit- 
tle rabbit, daddy has to grab it,” and claim the 
high credit of its slaying. 

These be unhappy times for the Mighty Ones. 
On the other hand, however, the Common People 
are having more fun than at any other moment 
in the world’s history. 
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It’s a safe bet that the Avnioeane congress of 
cotton growers won't adopt the boll weevil as its 
totem. 
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AN ANTI-NOISE CRUSADE. 

The anti-noise ¢rusade proposed by some reaé- 
ers of the Post-Dispatch who do not love noise 
shoulu be well supported. 

Mere noise is not only unpleasant, but, as 
physicians tell us, positively injurious to health. 
The cases are not infrequent in which the nerves 
are tortured until the whole nervous system col- 
lapses and the victim goes on the invalid list for 
a month, a year, and, in some instances perma- 
nently. This is not the hasty opinion of a suf- 
ferer from the insane uproar, but the testimony 
of competent physicians. 

In the absence of an rnti-noise ordinance the 
force of public opinion must be relied upon.’ There 
are many noises made wantonly from sheer love 
of noise and complete indifference to the feelings 
of others. It is necessary at the proper times to 
blow the whistle. of a locomotive engine, but it 
is not necessary to 'low it all the time, or play 
rag-time tunes with it. Possibly if railway su- 
perintendents were informed that such barbarous 
playfulness disturbs the sleep of people who live 
within hearing distance of the tracks they would 
put a stop to it. Milkmen might be induced to 
do their work quiet!y when they make their early 
morning rounds, if ‘hey were warned that a loss 
of business would be the echo of their joyful 
racket. The traction company might be persuaded 
to reduce the number of flat wheels on their cars, 
and bad joints in their tracks, by a reminder that 
such nuisances were intensely disagreeable as 
well as unnecessary. Possibly, too, there is more 
clanging of — than is necessary for perfect 
safety. 

The best, perhaps the only, way to bring about 
an abatement of this nuisance is to let it be 
known in season and out of season that it is A 
nuisance and that he who commits it is an object 
of aversion to every sane and self-respecting per- 
son in the neighborhood. Many people make un- 
necessary noises without knowing it. A few 
sharp reminders will awaken them to the fact, 
and if they are not wholly indifferent to the com- 
fort and welfare of others they will mend their 
manners. 

For two years past this question has been agi- 
tated in all large cities. Little improvement ap- 
pears anywhere, but persistent effort will bring 
gootl results. 1t takes time to humanize thick- 
skinned people, but it can be done.

Our Beau-Catching Social System.

The recent Chincse-Sigel case has aroused consid- 
erable comment with preponderance of blame for 
the girl. But the blame lies (1) with the immigra- 
tion law, which allows the scum of the earth te 
come here, lowering wages, voting under the whip. 
preying upen young girls, polluting the very sources 
of our national life. If the Chinese must be con- 
verted, let the missionaries go to China to do it. 
(2) Upon our social system which makes catching 
a beau and later a husband, the chief trade and 
calling of American girls. From the heiress who 1s 
sold for a title down to the workingman with 10 
children who wants to get his girls off his hands, it 
is all the same thing. Good wages, in a trade one likes, 
intended to be permanent, regarded as a necessity, 
gives one poise, breadth, common sense. Suppose a boy 
of 16 or 18, bright, lively, eager for knowledge of life, 
anxious to be and to do; suppose him to be told 
that home was his proper and only sphere, that 
his chief businese was to dress fashionably and be 
admired by the opposite sex, that his family was 
proud of the number and character of his sweet- 
hearts and expected him to marry early, a rich girl, 
if possible, so as to insure his ‘support for the rest 
of his life, and told also that, that done, with the 
consequent progeny, he had nobly fulfilled his mis- 
sion in life. Suppose this doctrine was preached by 
not only his own family, but by his friends, the 
church, the whole industrial and governmental 
scheme, the custom of all past ages; would he not 
see sex life in distorted fashion? Would not his 
youth and his training lead him into repeated folly.

Just and appreciative as were the re- 
cent remarks of President Judson of 
the University of Chicago on the sub- 
ject of newspapers, he might in truth 
have said much more. While the press 
is not indifferent to criticism, it is 
prebable that, like some other powerful 
institutiens, it is teo little inclined to 
self-defense. It could go to great 
lengths in that direction if it would. 

Willful inaccuracy and untruthfulness 
are the most common indictments 
against newspapers, and yet in the case 
of the reputable press the charge cannot 
be sustained. Newspapers deal hurried- 
ly with history in the making. Every 
library contains carefully prepared vol- 
umes which have more disputed. pas- 
sages than can be found in the average 
newspaper. Newspapers often receive 
statements of alleged fact from persons 
who are misinformed or ignorant or 
who may be presumptuous or malicious. 
Few people see things alike. Fewer 
still can describe things alike. Those 
whose memories agree are even more 
rare. Yet in spite of these conditions 
and the limitations of their own repre- 
sentatives, newspapers usually approxi- 
mate the truth. Their errors are in 
black and white and canhot be con- 
cealed; if their circulation be large 
there are hundreds of thousands of wit- 
nesses against them. 

Regarded merely as a business enter- 
prise, the well-conducted newspaper is 
no less a marvel of precision. No rail- 
road, manufactory or merchandiser is so 
unvaryingly punctual, so completely the 
master of all its processes or so re- 
sourceful in harmonizing performance 
with promise.

LOANS ARE REDUCED 


Great Sums Poured Into New 
York From Interior for 
Deposit. 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 2%.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review 
today, says: 

“On today’s stock market the week’s 
varied experiences were consistently 
rounded out. Prices fell away slowly 
from the start. Several active stocks, 
among them Union Pacific and Amalga- 


"mated Copper, declined a point, Steel 


eémmon went down %, and Union Pa- 
cific preferred dropped 3% points fur- 
ther, making a loss of 9% points since 
Thursday, when the fireworks were at 
their point of greatest brilllancy. 

Taken as a whole, the episode looks 
just a bit foolish, but it gave Wall street 
something to talk about. Towards the 
close of the two-hours’ trading the mar- 


ket grew firmer, but it closed without } 


any real demonstration in either direc- 
tion. 

One of the more interesting minor de- 
véelopments of the day was comprised in 
the news from Paris, which appeared to 
settle the question as to the refusal of 
the Bourse to list “Steel common.” 

Now that the mail has brought the va- 
rious Paris newspapers, it is evident 
that cool-headed French people were 
themselves impressed with the abnormal 
character of the application as it stood, 
and joined their voices to the French 
steel manufacturérs in protesting. 

We should have done the same had 
Paris financiers made a parallel pro- 
posal to New York. The real mystery 
is, how the undertaking, being just 
what it was, managed to get so far 
along without obstruction. 

Loans Greatly Reduced. 

In the weely bank statement, “av- 
erage” and “actual” returns were 
busy correcting the discrepancy of a 
week ago. Last Saturday’s average 
Statement reported loans to have in- 
creased $10,300,000, the “actual” re- 
ported $35,200,000 reduction. Today 
the average statement reduces loans 
$32,400,000, the actual reduces them 
only $12,000,0¢0.
